Farm and Stock News 

In his report of stock and crop con- 
ditions for Kentucky, the government 
field agent, H. F. Bryant, has made 

the following survey: 

The condition of wheat in Kentucky, 
as a whole, is most excellent, af tor a 
remarkably favorable fall, winter and 
spring; Rye passed tbe winter in 
good condition, too, bnt as most of 
Kentuckys' rj-e is grown on heavy 
clay soils, the average condition of 
rye is slighly lower than wheat. 
Wbeat now sdiows a condition of 103 
per cent, compared with 100 per cent 
at this time last year and a ten-year- 
average condition of 84 per cent Rye 
is 100 per cent now, compared to near- 
ly 91 per cent this time last year, and 
an average condition of 86 per cent 
daring the last ten years. Wheat 
•ad xye are in excellent conditiaB in 
nearly all parts of tiie United States, 
wheat' showing an average condition 
of almost 100 per cent for the United 
States as a whole and rye nearly 91 
per cent. 

Farmers, traders and others thru- 
out the state now report that tiiere 
are on the farm 2 per cent more brood 
sows than at this time last year, 

which was a high year, wliile for the 
United States as a whole, the number 
shows less than 1 per cent increase 
over the high number of 1918. 
Farm labor is <»ly 85 per cent nor- 



mal in Kentucky now in total avail- 
able supply, and less than 85 nomtal 
tlironKbaat tte Uaited States as a 
whole. On the other hand the de- 
mand for farm, labor is 2 per cent 
more in Kentucky and nearly 2 per 
cent more than normal in the entire 
United States. 

Labor, including discharged soldiers 
shows a great Inelfaiation to seek the 
cities and towns and even former 
farm wozkeis usually seek city jobs 
in preference to gotog back <m the 
farm. 

All records for stock sales were 
smashed at HopkinsTille the other day 
when 645 head of cattle were aoM for 
$60,748, or |95.50 per head. As hle^ 
as $240 per head was paid.
